Chinese History in Relation to Mis­ 
sionary Movement 
Reviewed 
The ladies of the mlwtionary so­ 


ciety 
of the 
First 
Consreftationai 
chinch were entertained by Mrs. W. 
A. M. Johnetone on Thursday after­ 
noon at her homo on North Fourth 
afreet. 
Mrs. Cl. 8. Swanson, leader, pre­ 
faced the study of "Ming-Kwong" 
by a short reading: from "Ministers 
of Mercy," which showed the Chi nest* 
people for thousands of years re­ 
senting every suggestion of a wel­ 
come to the ideas of other nations. 
"W hy should they change In any 
respect? 
For more than four thou­ 
sand years their history has been In 
the making. 
Their civilization ha-4 
kept the even tenor of its way. whilf 
the glory of Babylon. Egypt, Rome 
and Greece has blazed brilliantly for 
a time, only to be quenched by Bone* 
rival." 
In 
the early part of the nine­ 
teenth century, the Chinese wall *>i 
conservation and conceit was still 
standing, 
hut 
today 
the 
wall 
is 
crumbling, and many gates are wide] 
open for the admission of the new, 
the trite, and the strange. 
In 183 4. Dr. Peter Parker, first 
medical missionary to China, 
u n ­ 
sent out by lite American board. 
H.» 
landed at Canton and immediately 
began to open the eyes of the blind 
and cure the sick. 
Mrs. H. U, Jones called attention 
to the opening of a free hospital in 
1835 by Dr. Parker, which hospital 
wan housed lit a large building out­ 
side the city walls, and later mad.* 
him the best known foreigner in the 
country. 
Mrs. Elder followed and referred 
to those days when it was necessary 
for the doctor to walk softly and ex­ 
ercise ail possible tact and wisdom, 
knowing that the least false move 
might result in bringing his work 
to an end, but during this trying 
period one friend stood firmly by 
him, an 
American merchant, who 
made donations to the hospital, and 
urged others to do the same. 
The 
hospital specialized in surgery au i 
eye diseases and some thousands were 
flocking to it* doors. 
Thus it is said that "Peter P a r­ 
ker. with the point of his lancet" 
opened China. 
This first missionary 
hospital is now known as Canton 
Christian hospital, and is still doing 
business, and stands as a living wit­ 
ness to the truth of the words writ­ 
ten in both Chinese and English on 
a 
tablet over the main 
entrance, 
"Come unto me all ye that labor and 
are heavy laden and I will give you 
rest.” 
Mrs. Olmsted told of the unexpect­ 
ed furlough Dr. Parker had in 1840 
sailing to his home in Massachusetts, 
and which resulted in hig returning 
to Canton In 1842 with a bonny, 
black-eyed 
bride. 
Thus 
Harriet 
Parker 
let 
the 
way 
through 
tho 
hitherto closed door of woman's o p ­ 
portunity in China. 
Mrs. Dan Smith followed and from 
an 
interesting 
sidelight 
on 
those 
early days In Canton, told of the 
habit of many of the foreign women 
residents, when they walked on the 
streets, to carry in their hands bou­ 
quets of flowers. 
Thi« did much to 
remove prejudice as the Chinese are 
extremely fond of flowers and it was 
found that they made a stronger a p ­ 
peal than words. 
Flowers are to be 
found in great profusion throughout 
China, and she well deserves the 
name her people give her, of the 
"Flowery Kingdom.’ 
Mrs. Slipp spoke on the Opium 
W ar which closed in 1842, with the 
treaty of Nanking, by which five 
treaty port* were opened to foreign­ 
ers for trade and residence and plans 
were immediately made by the mis­ 
sionaries to enter these newly-open­ 
ed cities which were soon occupied 
by twelve missionary societies. 
In 1839 a second missionary doc­ 
tor reached China, Dr. William Lock­ 
hart. 
who 
opened 
a 
hospital 
in 
Shanghai the year the city was open­ 
ed, and later opened another hospital 
in 
Peking. 
Later Lockhart Union 
Medical College under five mission 
hoards was obsorbed in 1921 by the 
Peking Union Medical College of the 
Rockefeller Foundation. 
Mrs. C. A. Allbright gave a "Medi­ 
cal” account of China at the present 
time 
from 
the 
"World 
Survey,” 
which shows China the land where 
sickness flourishes, there being only 
one doctor to 400,000 people. 
When 
the missionaries built the first hos- 


filial In China, there was no word! 
In the language for nurse. 
In 1120 there were 162 foreign 
and 895 native nurses In missionary 
hospitals. 
Christianity can offer no 
better service to China than to main­ 
tain such a group who bring th-» 
Christian message of health, clean­ 
liness and spiritual uplift. 
Mrs. Hoffman referred to the terms 
of the treaty of Nanking, when for­ 
eigners were prohibited from enter­ 
ing China more than thirty miles In­ 
land. but the 
undaunted mission­ 
aries started on 
their evangelistic 
trips 
at 
midnight, 
travelling 
till 
dawn and until dark they spent th< 
time 
preaching 
and 
distributing 
tracts reaching home the following 
midnight. 
Thus these faithful mis­ 
sionary pioneers made it more pos­ 
sible for those coming later, when all 
of interior China had been thrown 
open to foreigners. 
A simultaneous, reading followed, 
which 
pictured 
"Ming-Kwong" 
i.s 
the city upon which the "pitying 
angels looked down on a people hav­ 
ing no hope and without God in th** 
world.* 
Mrs. Conrad gave an Interesting 
reading from "Chinese womanhood of 
today" by Miss Martha E. Wiley, of 
the W. B. M. I. Boart! From this ll 
was noted that the time our Chines'’ 
sisters most need our help is perhaps 
in sickness, and In her hour of great 
need when she goes down into the 
"Valley of the Shadow” often she 
does not return, when a few min­ 
utes aid from a foreign physician 
would have saved her. 
When it is remembered that every 
stage of the Chinese woman's life is 
full of fear. "Shall we not as Chris­ 
tian Women bring to them the mo’!* 
abundant life that these daughters 
of the King may be all glorious with 
In?" 
Mrs. C. H. Long brought a mo" 
sage from the September Bulletin of 
tho Woman’s Board of Missions of 
the 
Interior, 
which 
showed 
that 
since 1868, the year that the W. Ii. 
M. I. was organized, 304 young wo­ 
men with souls aflame have gone to 
remote lands to "burn out" their 
lives In service for mankind. 
The program closed with all read­ 
ing, Romans 10-14. 
The social hour

Reviewed 


The ladies of the missionary so­ 


ciety

church were entertained by Mrs. \V. 


A. M. Johnstone on Thursday a f t e r ­ 


noon at her home on North F o u rth 


street. 


Mrs. G. S. Swanson, leader, pre­ 


faced the study of "M ing-K w ong" 


by a short reading from “ Ministers 
of Mercy," which showed the Chinese 
people for thousands of years 
re­ 
se nting every suggestion of a wel­ 
come to the ideas of other nations. 
" W h y should they change in any 
respect? 
For more th an four th o u ­ 
sand years their history has been in 
the making. 
Their civilization has 
kept the even tenor of its way. while 
the glory of Babylon, Egypt, Rome 
and Greece has blazed brilliantly foi 
a time, only to be quenched by some 
rival." 
In 
the early part of the

teenth century, the Chinese wall of 
conservation and conceit was still 
standing,

In 1834, Dr. Peter Parker, first 
medical 
missionary to 
China, 
was 
sent out by the American board.

landed at Canton and immediately 
began to open the eyes of the blind 
and cure th e sick. 
Mrs. H. L. Jones called attention 
to the opening of a free hospital in 
1835 by Dr. Parker, which hospital 
w as housed in a large building out 
side the city walls, and later made 
him the best known foreigner in the 
country.

remove prejudice as the Chinese are 
extremely fond of flowers and it was 
found th at they made a stronger a p ­ 
peal th an words.

Mrs. Slipp spoke on the Opium 
W a r which closed in 184 2, with the 
trea ty of N ankin g,

were immediately made by the mis­ 
sionaries to enter these newly-open­ 
ed cities which were soon occupied 
by twelve missionary societies.

Today the large mill that is responsible for the payroll that 
annually reflects itself in the income of local establishments is 
standing ready for operation next season while Saturday for 
many hours its existence was seriously endangered. 
Today the homes of Bemidji are intact and occupied while on 
Saturday many a housewife had packed a few personal belong­ 
ings and cars had been filled with gas ready for a forced de­ 
parture if necessary. 
Business is as usual, a vast amount of lumber was lost but 
the mill was saved, no lives were lost, nor serious injuries re­ 
ported but while we are congratulating ourselves it is well to re­ 
member that Bemidji has been given an unusual opportunity to 
demonstrate its thankfulness by an increased civic spirit that 
will redound to a better city, not only materially but socially and 
morally. 
Saturday is history, today is reality, but what of tomorrow?,
